' Between the years 1880 and 1887 there was perhaps no name more familiar 
to the local police than that of “Burglar Bill” Hicks. 1f he had been guilty of 
all the burglaries reputed to have been committed by him and had to suffer im- ` 
ep for them he would undoubtedly have ended his days behind prison | 
walls. 


Bill was a very industrious, hard-working Negro who worked aft day in the 
north rolling mill and robbed houses by night.

hy police that Wyatt was at 


the home of his uncle at Cory 


in Clay County. A posse: of 
five officers left Terre Haute 
at midnight on Nov. 30th: to 
caplure him. About 4 o'clock 
in the morning they surround- 
ed the house and Wyatt was 
captured without any trouble. 
Taken by surprise, he at: 
tempted to grab his pistols 
which he had placed on the 
fireplace mantel in his room, 
but the police forced him to 
surrender at gunpoint, 

He was wanted for murder 
‘and other crimes of violence 
by authorities in Oklahoma 
and Kansas, but the Okla- 
homa sheriff arrived: here 
first with the proper warrant 
and the prisoner was deliv- 
ered lo him. The following 
March. Wyall broke jail and 
escaped. Seven months laler 
he was killed while resisting 
arrest. Wyatt was about 33 
vears old, nearly six feet tall 
and huilt like an athlete. He 
was an excellent shot and was 
one of the chief lieutenants of 
the notorious Dalton gang. 

Early crimes in this area 


are tóo many to try to in- 
clude in one column. One of 
the largest robberies was the 
larceny of over $18,000 from 
the Adams Express Company 


in 1895. Horse thieves were 
plentiful through the tutn of 
the century. Frank Edmonds. 
less than 21 years of age. 
ranked in the front row in 
1900. He rarely stole from a 
hitching rack or a barn. Usu- 
ally he would go to a livery 
stable and hire a rig. If it 
were a poor one, he would 
return it. If it were first class, 
he would keep on going and 
sell it. 

Henry Underwood who kept 
the wagon yard at Second and 
Cherry in 1901 was a partner 
in crime with James M. Phil- 
lips who served time for horse 
stealing.’

As tempers flare, streetcar official wants

As the headline to last week's 
column prematurely divulged, the 
"Bat" Masterson who came to 
Terre Haute in November 1915 
was not the famous western gun- 
fighter. 

Legendary ex-U.S. Marshal 
William Barclay "Bat" Masterson 
was sports editor of the New York 
Morning Telegraph in 1913. 

David "Bat" Masterson of Indi- 
anapolis and at least 40 others - 
including "Rocky Mountain Bill" 
Bartholomew, "Curley" Morton and 
"Red" Dane and others with color- 
ful names - were imported by the 
Terre Haute, Indianapolis & East- 
ern Traction Co. to identify and 
suppress employees sympathetic to 
a newly-formed street car union. 

Some of the inen were used as 
“spotters” If two spotters affirmed 
that a street car conductor had 
failed to register a fare, the 
eee was promplly terminat- 
ed. 

TH, I & E also hired the Inter- 
national Bureau of Labor of Chica- 
go, an infamous organization 
which provided strikebreakers to 
companies with labor trouble, to 
assist its efforts to squelch union- 
ization. 

Soon aíter Masterson located in 
Terre Haute, TH, I & E general 
manager Theodore F. Grover called 
him into his office and identified 
Don M. Nixon, publisher of the 
Saturday Spectator, as a "very 
mean fellow” who was consistently 
critical of traction company man- 
agement in an effort to "blackmail" 
it into advertising with his newspa- 

er. 

During that conversation, 
according to an affidavit signed by 
Masterson on Feb. 5, 1914, Grover 
proposed there would be a "nice 
present for me" if “I could get 
Nixon” 

Masterson said he interpreled 


/ 1 - ‘ O 
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that remark to mean that Grover 
wanted him to disable Nixon in 
some way. 

Grover's anger toward Nixon 
was justifiable. Though the Satur- 
day Spectator fervenily opposed 
Donn M. Roberts' successful cam- 
paign to become Terre Haute's 
mayor, it was 
much stronger in 
its criticism of 
the TH, I & E. 

Virtually 
every weekly 
issue berated the 
failings of the 
traction company 
and its "surly, 


incompetent 
HISTORICAL manager” TR 
iddle Foddle 
PERSPECTIVE or “twiddle Fid- 
dle” Grover. 
MIKE When asked 
McCormick — what “the pres- 


ent” would be, 
Grover laid $150 on the table. 

“I did not take the money or 

tell Grover that 1 would accept the 

position,” Masterson testilied. "I 
told him that I would keep an eye 
on Nixon and learn something 
about his habits, that is, how late 
he stayed out at nights and what 
kind of places he frequented. 

“Three or four days later... I 
told him [Grover] . . . that it was a 
job I had better not handle 
because I had been mixed up with 
a newspaper man being slugged in 
Indianapolis, and in two other 
cities, and I had found out that it 
always turned out bad. 

"He told me that there was very 
little chance of being arrested in 
this city, and that he would have 
everything fixed .... 

"On November 30, 1915, I met 
a former acquaintance of mine, 
Jack Martin of New York City, in 
downtown Terre Haute ... and told

him that Grover wanted Nixon 
slugged and there would be a nice 
piece of money in it for him . . . . 

"Before I left town [on Dec. 1), I 
learned from J.D. Pierce, district 
superintendent of the International 
Bureau of Labor, who was regis- 
tered at the Filbeck Hotel ... that 
he had the job to beat up Nixon, 
and that he had employed Martin 
to do it” 

The 24-year old Martin also had 
been engaged as a strikebreaker 
by TH, I & E. He had moved in a 
rooming house on North Fifth St 
with three other “sluggers” 

A former professional boxer, 
"Fightin' Jack” Martin's promising 
pugilistic career ended prematurely 
when he was shot seven times dur- 
ing a gang fight in Manhattan. 
Three bullets remained in his body. 

On Dec. 1, Martin later testified, 
he met Pierce, who sported an 
upper bridge of gold teeth, at the 
Terre Haute House and was giver 
$10 "to bind a $100 deal" The pair 
took a street car to inspect the area 
surrounding Nixon's residence at 
926 S. Center St 

“[Pierce] showed me a fence in 
the rear of the house I could jump 
over and make my get-away if I 
got him at the house. 

"Pierce said that Nixon carried 
a gun and rode a bicycle and 
would be hard to get, and for me 
to come over to his hotel and he 
would give me a gun. I told him 1 
did not want a gun and he said, 
"Well, I'll give you a pair of knucks 
anyway. Nixon is a tough s__0_

The brass knuckles were, 
according to Martin, "the wickedest 
looking knucks | ever saw” They 
had large balls on them, capable of 
fracturing a skull. 

Martin and Pierce met again 
later in the day at Wade Duncan's 
saloon at 677 Wabash Ave. and 


shed up a bit 


decided to stalk Nixon, sitting on a 
stone wall in front of the Bement 
home at 629 Ohio Street for nearly 
four hours. The journalist did not 
leave his office until 7 p.m. and 
promptly hopped on a bicycle to 
head for home. 

Pierce urged Martin to shoot 
Nixon while he was on the bicycle 
but Martin rejected the notion. “I 
am not a murderer," he retorted. 

On Tuesday, Dec. 2, Martin met 
Pierce at noon in the Hotel Filbeck 
and was given another $10. The 
men agreed to meet in front of the 
Star Building at 4 p.m. 

At about 6 p.m. Nixon came 
out of the Spectator office and 
walked to a nearby bakery to pur- 
chase bread. He then went to Fifth 
and Wabash to wait for a street car. 

Pierce nudged Martin and said, 
“Go get him” Martin handed 
P -ve the brass knuckles, 
aj, .vached Nixon from the rear 
and struck him with his fist behind 
the ear. 


Nixon fell to the ground. When ° 


he got up, Martin punched him a 
second time in the mouth. Jack 
made no attempt to flee and was 
promptly arrested. He told police 
officers that the victim had 
bumped into him so hard “he 
nearly knocked me off my feet”

It later was revealed that trac- 
tion company manager Theodore

Colgan's room at the Bader 
Hotel on North Ninth Street was 
burglarized and papers identifying 
union sympathizers were stolen.

"Whether or not Mayor 
Roberts is proven guilty. Terre 
Haute will come out of it all a 
better and cleaner city... . The 
trials will have shown to the 
election crooks that the people 
demand -a clean ballot in the 
future, that ballot box stuff|ng 
must stop, and that prison doors 
yawn for those who tamper with 
the sacred right of franchise? 

If- Blankenbaker' and Roach 
exhibited great resolve to rid the 
city of election Improprieties, 
their adversaries demonstrated 
an equal tenacity. 

At 3 am. Friday morning, 
March 6, three bullets crashed 
into the Blankenbakers' resi. 
dence at Third and Cruft streets, 
awakening the occupants and the 
neighborhood. The next day 
Blankenbaker received a printed 
letter at his law office, which 
read; 

"We emptied half of the gun 
in your house last night. The 
other half goes in you. No shoe- 
string peddler can pull that raw 
stuff around here. You might 
railroad somebody to Michigan 
City but we'll railroad you to 
Hell. (Signed) Black 8” 

Roach received a threatening 
letter, too.

The 90th anniversary of the 
Sugar Creek Township gypsy 
murders is rapidly approaching. 

On May 4, 1914, Demetro 
John, a 55-year old gypsy tribal 
chief from South America, killed 
his common law wife, father-in- 
law and brother-in-law at an 
encampment on the National 
Road at the west edge of West 
Terre Haute. 

The triple murder gained con- 
siderable notoriety. The accused 
eventually was tried, convicted 
and sentenced to life imprison- 
ment. 

According to unconfirmed 
reports, Demetro John was 
released after a few months in 
prison and deported to Brazil, his 
native country. 

During the trial, John contend- 
ed he was acting in self defense. 
However, the evidence was over- 
whleming that he first shot his 
24-year-old brother-in-law joe 
Riska with a high-powered rifle at 
the doorway of their tent. 

Then he fired the rifle several 
times into the body of his 55-year 
old father-in-law, Riska Gurick, 

. while the victim was in his bed.

Though Clay County Sheriff 
James Lankford acknowledged 
hearing rumors about an organ- 
ized mob, he did not take them 
seriously. 

At 3 am. Sunday morning, 20 
masked men appeared at the 
door of the jail in downtown 
Brazil, demanding admittance 
and the keys to the cells. The jail- 
er did not have the keys in his 
possession. 

Using sledge hammers and 
chisels, the mob — which soon 
grew to as many as 100 - 
smashed the cell doors. With a 
rope around his neck, Scott was 
pushed and dragged to an oak 
tree 50 yards from the jail. 

Less than 30 minutes after he 
was extracted from his cell, Scott's 
lifeless body was dangling from a 
tree limb. It was not cut down 
until 7 a.m. Sunday morning. 
Meanwhile, several thousand peo- 
ple came by to observe the 
macabre scene.

On the morning of the Fourth, 
four unnamed prisoners asked 
the jailer to allow them to share 
one large cell to celebrate Inde- 
pendence Day. The privilege was 
granted. 

The “celebration” turned out to 
be mock court. One prisoner 
acted as “judge” and another was 
“sheriff” The remaining two were. 
legal advocates, one for the "pros- 
ecution" and the other for Feline, 
an unpopular prisoner.

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Meisel Proves Self Proficient 
in Reaucing Steating to an Art 


In looking over old documents at the 
police station, Monday, a likeness of 
Henry A. F. Meisel was fished from 
among the dust-covered pictures of 
rogues accumulated by the detectives 
during the past forty years. It was a 
familiar face and at once revived rec- 
ollections of the misty past. 

Meisel was what is termed a “nat- 
ural born thief" and was one of the 
smoothest articles the police of In- 
diana and Illinois had to contend with 
in those days. 

Meisel had a good education, was a 
veterinary surgeon and when it came 
to being “foxy,” he had your grandpa 
cheated more than a country block. 
For years he stole about Terre Haute, 
but the police were unable to catch 
him. Horses and cattle would be 
missed, but when the sunlight came, 
Meisel would be at his place of busl- 
ness, and the cops would look else- 
where for the thief. 

In .1870, when Col. Dan Fasig was 
chief of police here and Os Owens was 
chief in Paris, Ill, a grocery and gen- 
eral store at North Arm, in Edgar 
county, about five miles east of Paris, 
was robbed. It was a good sized little 
general country store, but it was sim- 
ply looted. Everything of value was 
hauled away and the room was left 
as empty as a missionary purse. 


No Clue to Theft Found. 


When Chief Owens reached the scene 
of the burglary there was no clue 
which would lead to the capture of 
the thief, and as it was late in the day 
and other wagons had been moving, 
to track the wagon was out of the 
question. It was learned, however, 
that the wagon which was at the store 
was a very ''wide-tread," aimost a 
foot wider than the ordinary wagon 
in use at that time. Attempts were 
made to track the wagon, and suc- 
ceeded sufficiently to convince the of- 
ficers that it came to Terre Haute. It 
was in the winter, and in the mud, 
the officers were able to trace the 
tracks for & short distance, then they 
would be hidden among a hundred 
other wagon tracks, 

Owens came to Terre Haute and en- 
listed the aid of Chief Fasig, and the 
two began a search for that ''wide- 
tread” wagon. They walked up and 
down alleys and about the remote 
places of the city for a week, and fin- 
ally gave word to the patrolmen, and 
they also joined in the search, but were 
as luckless as the chiefs. The search 
was finally given up and the robbery 
was almost forgotten.

Fire Leads to Conviction. 


It was some time in June that a 


| fire broke out in the buildings at a 


brick’ yard operated by a man named 
Brushner, in the southwest part ^f 
town.. Two policemen hurried to the 


‘fire and in order to save the machin- | 


ery, lt was necessary to move it from! 
one of the sheds. The officers joined 
in the work of rescue and the first 
thing they came to was an old wagon, 
and they were but an instant in dis- 
covering it was a very wide tread. 
Closer examination dísclosed the fact 
it was very wide, and this fact recalled 
the North Arm burglary. 

The officers at once quit the res- 
cue work and hurried to the police

station to report their find to the chief.

The old brick maker said he 
had it made to haul brick on about| 
the city because it would hold more 
than the ordinary wagon, but found it 
too heavy and only used it a short time, 
He insisted that he put it in the shed, 
and that it was never out until it was 
hauled out at the fire. While he was

talking, Mrs. Brushner interrupted and 
reminded her husband that it had been 
used once. It was recalled that he had 
hired the wagon to Henry Meisel to 
make a trip, and that  Meisel had 
brought the wagon back early in tha 
morning and put it back in the shed. 


Woman's Word Serves as Clue. 


This was the first clue, and the of- 
ficers lost no time in going to Meísel's 
home on South Third street, and plac- 
ing him and his wife under arrest. 
Meisel was placed in the lockup and 
his wife was left at headquarters, while 
went and searched the 
house. They removed the floor of a 
porch at the back of the bullding and 
there found the stock from the North 
¡[Arm store. Sugar, coffee, tea, tobacco 
¡and in fact most everything in the gro- 
icery and general store line were hidden 
there, In ali, the goods invoiced over 
($500. ‘The Paris chief was notified of 
the find and arrest, and Meisel was 
taken to Jllinois. His conviction was 
easy and for the few succeeding years, 
Mr. Meisel's postoffice «address was 
Joliet, Il. 


Starts Peddler's Wagon. 


Being released from prison, he came 
back to Terre Haute, and started a 
peddling wagon, He would take a little 


tinware and drive out in the country, 
Stay a week and would come back 
leading a couple of cows or steers, for 
which he would find an easy market. 
At that time horses were permitted to 
¡prun at large and as often as twice 


| or three times a week, good horses 
|| would be reported estrayed or stolen. 


| 
Meisel was never found with any horses 
l'and of course it was not believed he 
was doing the stealing. 
After a time he went uot to Clinton, 
IL, where he worked the peddling 
racket until one day a fine gray horse 
and Meisel were missing. Cards were 
sent out and Marshall Casey, of Clin- 
ton, Ind., located the horse at Clin- 
ton, where Meisel had sold it to al 
man named Dudley. Later, he found 
Meisel and arrested him after a des- 
perate fight. Meisel drew a gun on 
¡the marshal, who was unarmed. In- 


| stead of obeying the thief's order to 


“stand back,” the marshal picked up 
a rock and by an accurate throw, 
brought the horse thief to the ground. | 
The officer was on his man and had 
him disarmed before he recovered from 
the blow and had him a safe prisoner. 


Tells of “Stray” Horses. 


The man was taken to the cala- 
boose and held until an officer from 
Illinois arrived. When Meisel was 
safe in an Illinois jail, he sent for 
Chief Fasig, and offered the chief val- 
| uable information if the chief would 
only assist him and make punishment 
light for-the Illinois job. It was agreed 
that Meisel was to get a three years’ 
reduction from the minimum sentence || 
if he should give valuable information. 
He proceeded to unbosom and told | 
where the horses could be found, that 
| he “strayed” from Terre Haute, dur- 
ing the previous two years. The thief 
accounted for twenty-nine of the miss- 
ing horses and twenty-flve of them 
were recovered by the local officers. 

Jt turned out that while In the pen- 

| itentiary Meisel had become acquainted ; 
with another thief, wno was released, 
about the same time as himself. The 

other fellow went over in a vicinity | 
near Bedford, Ind. where he married 
& wealthy widow, who owned a farm. 
The man was, to all outward appear- | 
ances, doing right end no one SUE 
pected him of wrong doing. In fact 
the people over there did not know 
ihe was an ex-convict. 
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gether. Meisel would catch the finest 
horses off the commons about Terre! 
Haute, run them over to his convict ¡ 
friend, aná he would dispose of them. j 
The peddling wagon was only a stall.. 
as Meisel would often drive past the 
police station, as he said, to show the, 
police that he was trying to make an: 
honest living. In all he had led away 
twenty-nine horses. 

Out of prison again, he came Lo 
Terre Haute and established an o 
fice on South Sixth street, as & veter- 
inarian, but continued his old crook- | 
edness. He fell in with a woman of i 
some means and at once set at work| 
to become the possessor of all ber: 
property. He was not successful in| 
this, for he soon found himself in the} 
tolls for forgery and the intended vic- 
tim, whom he was to have married, | 
remained loyalto the police until Hen- | 
ry A. F. Meisel was again back in the | 
penitentiary serving his fifth term. 

Officers Look Up Record. | 

His last conviction, so far as the lo- | 
cal police know, was in 1894. This! 
was the last heard of him until about 
four years ago, when a couple of: 
strange men approached Harvey Jones, | 
who was then desk sergeant. They 
wanted to know if Henry F. A. Mefsel | 
had a police record in Terre Haute. | 
They said they were detectives from | 
Pennsylvania and had been gent here. 
by & woman to look up the record of 
Mr. Meisel. 

Then they confided to the desk of- 
ficer that Meisel had come to Pitts: 
burg and established an office as a 
veterinarian, had been reasonably 
prosperous and had won his way into | 
the good graces of a very wealthy wid- 
ow. He had told little of his western 
record, but it had leaked out in some 
way that the horse doctor had a record 
back in the “wild and wooly west." 
Thís rumor came to the ears of the 
bride-elect and she decided to investi- 
gate a little before she began holding 
Dr. Meisel's coat while he hustled fate 
for groceries for two. bl 

None of Dr. Meisel's wedding cards 
came west and the police have walted 
in vain for the “at home” announce- 
ment. But so far it hasn't arrived.

, alid the west side of Wood- 
lawn cemetery and a little to 
the south of the main driveway 
running from the entrance, among 


the single graves, is a smal! stone 
bearing the inscription “Oliver A. 
Morgan, born June 29, 1843, died 
Dec. 23, 1869," and about the same 
distance from the drive and almost 
at the eastern side of the grounds 
is another, a larger monument, let- 
tered "John Petri, died July 183, 
1869, aged 84 years, 6 months and 
3 days.” 

Beneath these two stones are two 
caskets but as to one verdict in the 
case there is a wide difference of 
opinion, a difference which began 
with the later burial and which has 
widened with time, until with a 
spread of over sixty years and with 
the cooling of men's passions, there 
are many who believe a mistake 
was made in the court, that an in- 
nocent man was executed and some 
even believe that he upon whom 
the sentence of the court was 
passed, lles not below the stone 
which bears his name, & few be- 
lieve he never was 'hung by the 
neck until he died." 

There was no doubt expressed as 
to the death of Petri. Some are yet 
alive who pressed into that room of 
his to witness his last moments or 
shortly after to see the lifeless body. 

And little more doubt that Mor- 
gan was hung on the scaffold, 
though there 1s little likelihood that 
any man now living was a witness 
of his death below the dropped trap 
on which he had stood, though 
many saw the stockade in which 
the scaffold was erected and at least 
one member of our Half Century 
club stood on a nearby shed roof 


«from which he could see the heads 


of those inside. 

Less than six months had passed 
between the death of the two men 
and in that short time Morgan had 
been tried, found guilty, appealed 
to the supreme court, a new trial 
granted, again been found guilty, 
sentenced and hung after a vain 
appeal to the governor for com- 
mutation of sentence to life 1m- 
prisonment. 

Far out of town in those days, 
but now a part of it, stood as it 
yet does, the two-story brick house

came out all covered with blood, it 
was Morgan. he was followed by 
Petri, also all bloody, Morgan ran 
down the road followed by Petri, 
who carried a gun in his hand and 
who pursued Morgan for some dis- 
tance, but did not shoot at him 
because there was no caps on his 
gun. She added that Petri was 
shot. 


The Express of the following 
morning stated that Petri followed 
Morgan for a quarter of a mile be- 
fore returning home, and that he 
was shot in the mouth and in the 
abdomen. : 

After the shooting, Dr. Mead was 
called to attend the wounded man 
and as ít was necessary to send a 
messenger to town and for the 
doctor to return (there were no 
telephones, cars or taxis in those 
days), it was 4 o'clock before he 
received treatment. 

Morgan went south along the 
Lafayette road, then west to the 
river bottoms, where he was seen 
and pursued, but escaped by swim- 
ming the river, shedding his 
trousers on the way over, 

Hiding in the weeds on the west 
bank he escaped his pursuers by 
covering himself with mud, so that

Mob Talk Heard. 


Mob violence was threatened that 
night, but quieted down, and the 
following afternoon, Monday, Mor- 
gan was taken to Petri's room, iden- 
tified by him and further testi- 
mony given by Petri. 

The Express notes on "Tuesday, 
“Petri gave some new testimony, 
unimportant facts that the papcr 
was requested not to make public 
until it was introduced in court. 

William Barrick, who had cap- 
tured the prisoner and who had 
charge oj him at the time, later 
testified "that at this time Petri 
said that he had found the man 
under the bed and said to him 
"come out and give up what you 
have stolen", that Morgan then 
threw down the money, that Petri 
then took down his gun and 
"brought him to order", whereupon 
the prisoner had shot him “before 
he thought”. Asked by Barrick 
what he meant by "bringing him to 
order”, Petri said he intended to 
keep him until he could get help to 
give him to the police. 

This was at about 4 o'clock Mon- 
day afternoon and Petri died at 6 
o'clock the same evening. 

The Thursday morning issue of 
the Express had a three-quarter 
column Jetter from a correspondent 
to the effect that any attorney who 
should defend such a crimina] 
should be treated as an accomplice 
and made comment on the state 
of feeling in the city. Morgan was 
brought into court that day to 
answer to an indictment speedily 
returned by the grand jury. Dan 
Voorhees and James M. Allen, two 
of the most prominent attorneys of 
the community, appeared to assist 
the state and the prosecuting at- 
torney, Bayless G. Hanna. 

As the prisoner had no counsel, 
the county attorney, T. J. Forrest, 
was assigned to defend and entered 
a plea of gullty, asking the mercy 
of the court. 'The plea being re- 
fused and the prisoner cffering no 
other plea, a plea of not gullty was 
entered and the trial set for Mon- 
day the 19th, the sheriff being 
ordered to bring in & srecial venire 
of 24 men. 

Monday morning at 10 o'clock, 
the prisoner was brought into a 


densely crowded court room, the 


special venire called and the pros- 
ecutor announced the state was 
ready for trial. 

Col. McLean Declines. 

The defense attorney gaid he was 
not ready, that he had selected 
counsel to assist him but they had 
declined to serve, The prisoner said 
¡he thought his employers, Scott and 
Oren, had asked Colonel McLean to 
help him, the Colonel admitted they 
had seen him but that the prisoner 
had no funds. If he was appointed 
by the court and an immediate trial 
demanded, be must decline because 
of ill health. If a reasonable time, 
three or four days, was granted he 
was willing 1f assigned by the court. 

Vooghees objected to & continu- 


ance for several reasons, paitieu- 

larly that no rule of law permitted 

a continuance for the reasons given. ; 
The court then recessed until E 

noon. 

The afternoon was spent in EN 
affidavits and arguing & motion for 
a change of venue, the prisoner 
making affidavit that at his arrival 
at the Jail it was surrounded by a 
mob, that threats were made, that 
several recert homicides had re- 
sulted in trials at which the de- 
fendant had been acquitted and 
that the papers had given expres- 
sion to opinions as to his guil: and 


that he did not believe he could be 


given a fair trial. 

The motion was overruled and 
the work of empanneling a jury be- 
gun and completed by 6 o'clock 
when the court adjourned. 

On Tuesday, Colonel McLean and 
R. H. Simpson were appointed by 
the court to assist the defense at- 
torney while the state was assisted 
by Voorhees, Baird, Allen, Hanna 
and Joab. 

Of the 24 men summoned for 
duty, 15 had expressed an opinion 
based on rumor or the papers, the 
defense challenged four and the 
state one, leaving in the jury box, 
Andrew Cooper, J. A. Hall, E. F. 
Moyer, Ralph Wilson, William, 
O'Neil, Newton Rogers, Eenj| Siner, 
Hugh McGranahan, George New- 
land, John Graham, Marshall Coop- 
er and John McCoskey. 


Verdict of "Death." 


The testimony was given and the 
case ready for argument when the' 
court adjourned that evening and 
on Thursday Voorhees opened the 
argument for the state, McLean fol- 
Iowed for the defense, Allen fol- 
lowed him for the state and Forrest 
closed for the prisoner. The court 
instructed the jury and they re- 
tired at 5 o'clock. At 8:30 tha jury 
reported, the court assembled and 
the verdict was read, “We tha jury 
find the defendant guiity of murder 
in the first degree and that he suf- 
fer death, Ralph Wilson, foreman." 

The Express says "Immediately 
on the reading of the verdict the 
most tumultous and decided op- 
plause, by clapping of handa and 
stamping of feet arose. This dis- 
graceful proceeding was promptly 
checked by Judge Crain, who in- 
Stantly rose to his feet and with up- 
lifted hand warned the audience 
against a repetition of the same." 

Forrest entered & motion for a 
new tríal and argument on the mo- 
tion was set for Thursday, tut on 
that day counsel for Morgaa NS 
given another day. V 


On Friday, Forrest presen ed as 
reasons for a new trial several 
erors in the proceedings:  F'irst— 
Error in overruling the motion for 
a change of venue, Second—-Error 
in allowing the jurors: to be empan- 
nelled over the objections of the de- 
fendant, and error as to the mode 
and manner of their examination 
and qualifications and error as to 
declaring and deciding the jurors 
summoned to be competent when 
they had on examination under 
oath sworn they had formed or ex- 


pressed an opinion on the guilt of 
the defendant from the newspapers. 
Third—Error in the admission by 
the court of illegal testimony over 
the objection and exception of de- 
fendant and error of the court in 
admitting the statements of Petri 
made on Sunday as “in extremis" 
when testimony showed they were 
not “in extremis". Fourth—Error 
in charging the jury as to the law. 
Fifth—Error in that the verdict was 
contrary to the law and the evi- 
dence. Sixth—Newly discovered 
evidence not available at the trial. 
Seventh — Misconduct of the jury 
with an affidavit that George New- 
land had said when summoned that 
his mind was made up and that he 
would hang Morgan while O Neil 
‘was heard to say on Monday or 
Tuesday after the murder “Morgan 
should be taken out and hanged”, 
and an affidavit that a man had 
been seen drinking with Morgan at 
Petri's on the forenoon of the mur- 
der, another that a man had been 
seen running from Petri's with a 
gun in his hand while Petri was 
chasing Morgan. 

Arguments on the motion were 
set for Monday the 26th and on 
deníal of a new trial an appeal was 
taken to the supreme court and 
a new trial ordered. This was 
held November 25, with the Hon. 
! George H. Chapman of Indianapolis 
presiding at the request of Judge 
Crain. 


Close the Argument.

argument was opened by Williams. 


who talked for fifty minutes, was 
followed by McLean for an hour, 
mi Ones used an hour and o 
quarter, court adjourned and 
Forrest closed on Saturday at 
11 o'clock. 

McLean’s argument was solely 
that an unpremeditated murder did 
not justify a verdict of death. 
Judge Chapman charged the jury 
for 25 minutes and they retired at 
11:30 o'clock to report back at 
2:30 o'clock- that afternoon. 

The judge read the verdict as 
guilty and the finding as life im- 
prisonment whereupon a juror rose 
to protest that the verdict was 
death and the foreman admitted 
he had signed the wrong líne in 
the form used. They then retired 
to correct the verdict and returned 
with one fixing death as the 
penalty. 

A motion for 2 new. trial was 
argued Tuesday, Nov. 29, the prin- 
cipal point being that two of the 
jurors had misunderstood the in- 
structions of the court and believed 
that only a verdict of death could 
be given. The judge ruled that 
this was no reason for a new trial, 
but that the affidavits might be 
filed for the record, overruled a 
motion for arrest of judgment and 
sentenced the defendant to death 
December 23. 


Appeal By Minister. 


| 


An appeal for commutation was 
made to Governor Baker by Rev. 
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W. W. Curry of the Universalist 
church, but denied and with but 
two days left to live Morgan wrote 
his so-called confession. 

“In this statement he told of work 
he had done for a former chief of 
police in running down certain re- 
celvers of stolen goods, of whom he 
claimed Petri was one, that he had 
taken too much drink at Petri's on 
July 11, had started for town when 
he met a man and returned to 
Petri's with him. Entering the place 
they had some more drinks and then 
went up stairs and sat by a bed. 
The other man had gone downstairs 
and brought up a pitcher ofbeer and 
two pistols which he asked Morgan 
to repair. Falling over in a stupor 
he was awakened by being kicked, 
and found his watch and money 
taken from hih and the money on 
the floor. As he stooped to recover 
it he said he was struck by a gun 
in Petri’s hands. He tried to re- 
cover his watch, and Petri pressed 
the gun to his breast and snapped 
it twice. Again struck in the face 
by the gun and knocked to the bed, 
he said he drew his own pistol and 
shot Petri in the mouth and again 
in the abdomen. At this the other 
man who had twice struck Morgan 
with a chair, grabbed the latter's 
pistol and ran. Morgan said he 
then ran down stairs and ran out, 
with Petro stil trying to shoot him, 
but he escaped. 

During the trials and even on the 
scaffold he said repeatedly that he 
shot Petro in self-defense, and from 
the scaffold said Petri was & robber 
and “a criminal from justice.” 


The scaffold was erected at the | 


intersection of Third and Walnut 
streets, and the sheriff issued. the 
following invitations to the affair: 

“Dear Sir: You are hereby no- 
tified that you will be admitted to 
witness the execution of Morgan, to 
take place on the 28rd instant at 
12 o'clock M. Respectfully, W. H. 
Stewart, Sheriff.”

rope was too long and the man hung 
to more than they expected. The 
only partly suspended with his feet 
touching the ground. Several men 
on the scaffold grabbed the rope and 
pulled the body free from the 
ground while another ran under the 
scaffold and seized the body, 
“whether to lift it up or to add 
weight to the pull, it Is not known” 
says the Express. 

The body was cut down in 21 
minutes and given to Isaac Ball who 
kept it a day and then buried 1t in 
Woodlawn cemetery, 

On Sunday, December 25, or the 
following Sunday, Reverend W. W. 
Curry preached a two column ser- 
mon on the subject of capital pun- 
ishment and the Morgan execution, 
but time healed the feelings of those 
passionate days and now the only 
reminder of the unfortunate episode 
are the two stones in Woodlawn.

executed on Feb, 20, 1934; (5) Gaston Slaughter, executed on April 17, 1936; and 

(6) Willis Fuller, executed on Jan, 14, 1938. 


I shall certainly appreciate any information that you might provide concerning any or 
all of these six men. Especially helpful would be photostatic, xerox or microfilm 
pring-out copies of your local press coverage of their executions and, if this is 
possible, I shall be glad to pay for the cost of the copies, 


Additionally, prior to 1901, persons sentenced to death in Indiana were hanged locally 
by the Sheriffs in the Counties of their convictions and no State Departments or 
Agencies maintain a listing of those earlier local executions. If you have any recod 
of any legal hangings in Terre Haute or Vigo County, I shall also appreciate any infor- 
mation possible concerning those, Once again, if pages or articles from a local or 
County History (frequently these carry a nention or account of local executions or 
spectatuclar crimes)k, newspaper, magazine, or other publications are copied in any 
way, 1 shall also pay for the cost of these copies,

There is also an interesting twist to the Payton 
affair in that a woman reporter ANALOLES WILEY, who Payton 
described as a jilted lover, crusaded in the Star against

street in Terre Haute in 1926. ‘Payton died January 7, 1967,

Shady preacher convicted of late 1883 ` 


murder of of Anderson

During the final months of 
1885 - 120 years ago — and con- 
tinuing into January 1884, Vigo 
County was preoccupied with the 
murder of Susannah Nelson. 

Nelson's battered body was 
discovered on Oct. 6 in a hollow 
in Sugar Creek Township, about a 
mile north and a mile east of St. 
Mary's village. It was evident that 
she had been dead for more than 
a week. 

The woman's identity was not 
known until early November 
when Webster Bayless, a West 
Terre Haute saloonkeeper, and 
blacksmith David Henry 
unearthed a torn and blood- 
stained fire insurance policy cov- 
ering household goods stuffed in 
a tree hollow near the spot where 
the body was found, 

The $1,200 policy was issued 
to Mrs. Nelson at Anderson, Ind. 

An investigation in Madison 
County revealed that Nelson, 69 
years old, operated a bordello in 
Anderson for many years. She 
was a member of the wealthy 
Brandenburg family of that city 
but, because of her occupation, 
Nelson's five brothers — two of 
whom were active in local politics 
— had little contact with her. 

Nelson was last seen in Ander- 
son on Sept. 6, having told a 
housekeeper that she intended to 
visit one of her sons, Carroll, in 
Nebraska. She was carrying 
$1,000 in cash, pinned to the 
inside of her dress, and a large 
zinc trunk full of personal posses- 
sions. 

The Brandenburgs were no 
strangers to Terre Haute. At least 
three of the brothers came to the 
city frequently to attend seances 
conducted by Anna Stewart, the 
renowned medium at Pence's 
Hall, located at Second and Ohio 
streets.

Several 
postcards sent by Jasper to his 
mother were found, pleading that 
she join him on his westward 
journey. The last one was dated 
Oct. 3. 

More compelling was the news 
that Perry Manis, an Anderson 
preacher of questionable repute, 
had been seen in Susannah Nel- 
son's company until she departed 
that city. He was arrested and 
incarcerated in the Madison 
County jail to be transported to 
Terre Haute. Terre Haute attorney 
William Mack was appointed to 
represent him.

Meanwhile, Ike Frank, a sales- 
iman at Lee Hische's Golden Eagle 
store in Terre Haute, confirmed 
he had sold Jasper Nelson the 
trunk in his possession on Sept. 
14. The Anderson Star then pub- 
lished an expose about Manis’ 
shady dealings, which resulted in 
his expulsion from the church. 

Albert S. Helms, a convicted 
forger, revealed to authorities on 
Nov. 30 that, while the two men 
were cellmates in Anderson, 
Manis “confessed” to conspiring 
with Jasper Nelson to “put Mrs. 
Nelson away” while staying at a 
house of ill fame in Terre Haute 
in early September. There was 
considerable debate as to whether 
Helms was credible. 

On Dec. 7, 14 witnesses from 
Anderson arrived in Terre Haute 
to present testimony before a 
Vigo County grand jury investi- 
gating Nelson's death. 

The following day, the grand 
jury returned a "No Bill" regard- 
ing Jasper Nelson and he was 
released from custody. 

Upon returning to Anderson, 
Jasper identified his mother's jew- 
elry and a number of items in the 
trunk found in Manis' possession, 
including a hairbrush which had 
heavy pencil marks Jasper had 
placed on it. 

On Dec. 15, the grand jury 
indicted Manis for murder and 
four other counts related to the 
theft of Mrs. Nelson's personal 
property. The jury trial com- 
menced in the Vigo Circuit Court 
on Jan. 24, 1884. The prosecution 
sought the death penalty. 

The court room was packed 
each day. The prosecution built its 
case with testimony about the

Testimony by detectives Ed 
Vandever and Vigo County Sheriff 
John Cleary may have sealed the 
former preacher's fate. On Jan. 5, 
Manis asked Vandever to come to 
the jail, where he offered to tell 
the officer “how Mrs. Nelson was 
murdered” 

Though Manis never revealed 
details, he made several incrimi- 
nating stalements, such as “you 
have fixed me now and I may as 
well tell the truth about it” 

At the close of the evidence on 
Jan. 29 and before the commence- 
ment of final arguments, attorney 
Mack interrupted the proceedings 
to confer privately with prosecu- 
tor John W. Shelton. As a result, 
Mack agreed to tender a plea of 
guilty on behalf of his client in 
exchange for a sentence of life 
imprisonment. lt was accepted, 

After sentencing, Manis 
acknowledged that Jasper Nelson 
had nothing to do with his moth- 
er's death. 

In 1911 - 28 years after the 
case was closed - the Terre Haute 
Tribune published "The Downfall 
of Perry Mannis [sic|," a report 
describing the Nelson murder as 
"one of the most and sensational 
cases" in Terré Haute annals. 

«According to the story, Manis 
died while serving his life sen- 
tence at the penitentiary in Jeffer- 
sonville.

ocular examination of the body and as 
no marks of external violence were 
found the coroner rendered a verdict 
of suicide. The verdict created dissat- 
isfaction and two weeks after the fun- 
eral it was decided to  exhume the 
body and hold an autopsy. The verdict 
of the five doctors who made the post- 
mortem examination was that the girl 
came to her death by violence. Many 
marks of external violence were found 
and the physicians claimed that the 
skull had been fraetured by a blow on 
the head. Finger prints were found on 
the throat and the neck was found to 
be broken. The arrest of the Kellers 
followed the announcement of the re- 
suit of the autopsy and a subscription 
was raised to employ legal counsel to 
prosecute the case. Keller’s house was 


searched for evidence of guilt and por- |- 


tions of the floor which contained red 
stains were sawed out and taken away. 

These together with blocks cut from 
his fence and a piece of cloth cut from 
a pair of his trousers which were stain- 
ed were sent to Dr. Geis, an Indianapo- 
lis chemist, subjected to à chemical an- 
alysis.

Following this came the expert 
testimony that of Dr. Geis, who made 
the analysis of the blood-stained arti- 
cles, being the strongest. He awore that 
on tne chips and piece of cloth sent him 
he found mammalian blood consistent 
with human blood; but upon cross-exam 
ination said “excluding the guinea pig 
the wolf, dog and rabbit it was human 
blood.” The direct examination of the 
doctors who performed the autopsy was 
very damaging against the prisoners 
but was weakened perceptibly on cross- 
examination. They all swore that in 
their opinion death was the result of 
violence, but admitted if the conditions 
existed as claimed by the defense they 
might have reached a different conclu- 
sion regarding the cause of death. There 
was one exception, Dr. Van Cleave, who 
wouldn't admit that it was possible for 
the girl to have committed suicide. 
One of the last witnesses examined by 
the state was Mrs. Ella Lang, who is 
serving a jail sentence at Rockville,
